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JN our issue of August 12, we made the comment, 
“surely it is time the RIBA and the National 
House Builders’ Registration Council got together 

and produced some worthwhile designs for the 
speculative builder.” It was with considerable 
satisfaction that we learned that the Royal Institute 
has set up a committee consisting of representatives 
of the Practice, Public Relations, and Town and 
Country Planning committees to consider ways and 
means of implementing and administering a scheme 
whereby designs for small houses can be purchased 
at a reduced fee. Last week we published an article 
on the N.H.B.R.C. to remind readers of its valuable 
services. The problem for architects is how to make 
designing bungalows and small houses pay on the 
fees allowed for this kind of work. It is obviously 
a great advantage to be able to rely on the self- 
imposed standards which members of the N.H.B.R.C. 
accept. The question is, are there enough of them 
to tender for small jobs? It is unsatisfactory for 
architects to prepare plans for modest clients if they 
know nothing about the firm that is to do the 
work. 

It is necessary to return to the subject of publicity 
for architects’ services. We published in our 
September 2 issue a letter from an “ Unsatisfied 
Client,” who did not trust the speculative builder’s 
“* blandishments ” and said he had £2,000 or a little 
over to spend on a very modest house or bungalow. 
He had not been able to find what he required among 
the houses illustrated in this journal. (Had he, we 
wonder, looked at the designs which were successful 
in last year’s News Chronicle Competition?) Since 
the publication of this cri de ceur, a number of 
readers have offered to help him, so that it appears 
there are in fact numbers of well-qualified architects 
who are only too willing to design for this kind of 
client, if they can get in touch with him and find out 
his requirements and what he can afford to pay. 

The existing machinery for bringing potential 
clients in touch with the appropriate architects is 
not adequate. Really it is not. 

The new RIBA committee, long overdue, has an 
opportunity to do a great service both to the public 
and to practitioners. It is the time, in our opinion, to

abandon the stiff professional attitude that every 
trained architect can ipso facto satisfy the needs of 
any client. For the small man who has saved up for 
his own bungalow or small house, it is an event of 
some importance. He will be sceptical of the idea 
that the nearest professional man will see eye to eye 
with him. This must be so since there have been 
many competitions for small houses, including one 
pre-war judged by the late Sir Edwin Lutyens, and 
as far as we know, the houses actually erected to 
winning designs are numerically insignificant com- 
pared to the innumerable habitations put up by 
speculative builders. 

The competition for architects-cum-builders 
sponsored in 1945 by the National Federation of 
House-Builders was handicapped by conditions then 
prevailing, but was otherwise a most promising 
venture. The successful designs in this competition 
were exhibited at the Building Centre, then in 
Conduit Street. If and when architects’ type plans 
become available, what better places for the public 
to inspect and buy them than at the Housing Centre, 
and the London and Glasgow Building Centres? 
The Ideal Home and Building exhibitions will also 
offer splendid opportunities for sale of plans. If the 
Royal Institute gives a lead, we believe the profession 
will show its habitual public spiritedness. In the 
meantime the Ministry might do well to check the 
activities of the building firms who refuse to accept 
the conditions of the N.H.B.R.C. by warning the 
public that they are taking unnecessary risks by 
patronizing them. 

We invite architects who have designed and 
erected modest houses and bungalows to send them 
in for publication with details of cost, and stating 
whether they find it pays them to design these small 
domestic jobs. 

To conclude. The public have had many oppor- 
tunities to look over exhibition houses and to purchase 
books of plans. To a considerable extent they have 
failed to profit. Unfortunately it is no good scolding 
them, they want sympathy and good service from 
both architect and builder in obtaining what Mr. 


J. M. Richards has so properly called, “ Castles on 
the Ground.”

EVENTS AND COMMENTS 


LA BELLE FRANCE 

The closely kept secret of my holiday and my confiden- 
tial messages to the editor having been splashed across the 
pages of the A. & B. N., I have no alternative but to cor- 
rect the doubtless wrong impressions which you have 
formed of how I spend my all-too-short periods of relaxa- 
tion. Other people’s holidays are usually intensely boring 
but when I tell you that on mine I had an interview with 
Le Corbusier, I fell down the stairs at the Hotel du Palais 
des Papes at Avignon, my car broke down a number of 
times, and I had 10 days of unbroken sunshine at 85 deg 
in the shade, you will realize that I have a tale to tell. 

France is large, beautiful and expensive. The food and 
women are scrumptious. There are a great many wonder- 
ful old buildings and an ever-increasing number of deplor- 
ably bad ones. In my experience French people are almost 
universally charming to talk to. Their cars are smaller, 
faster and far better driven than ours. It is true that their 
roads, particularly where they are very straight, are marked 
and scarred with innumerable skid marks, but since I saw 
no seriously damaged cars I assume the marks to be 
painted on by the police as a warning. A tendency to 
overtake on blind corners in the mountains can be put 
down to the Gallic sense of humour. There is nothing 
humorous about their use of the horn. 


CAR FERRYING 

Last year I wrote of the new car terminal at Dover, with 
its neat administrative building and “ gas-works” archi- 
tecture loading ramps. Delay, then, in driving cars on 
could be excused on the grounds of unfamiliarity. Per- 
haps we struck a bad day again, for there was endless 
hanging about due, we were told, to the difficulty of 
changing the ramp from one deck level to another on the 
ferry. Driving backwards down a steep and narrow incline 
is, of course, child’s play to anyone who has passed a 
driving test, but surely it could be avoided by providing 
a turntable on the afterdeck of the ferry? 

The new Gare Maritime at Boulogne is a fine affair, with 
sweeping reinforced concrete ramps in all directions. 
Some interesting but boxy blocks of flats are nearing com- 
pletion on the quay side. 


LA COTE D°AZUR 

I realize that never to have been to the Céte d’Azur is 
almost worse than never to have been to Stockholm, and 
I am not in the least surprised that it has for generations 
been so popular with the sort of English people who can 
_afford to go there. My own first reaction was “why don’t 
we come and live here?” when a resident assured me that 
there was no decent architect for miles and plenty of work 
to do I almost started thinking about it seriously. Another 
day I met a retired naval captain who had lived on the 
coast since 1926. Did I agree that the awful summer was 
entirely due to the atomic bomb? I did not? Well, that 
was unfortunate, because his wife did not either and he 
was looking for an ally. Don’t run away with the idea 
that this is a healthy place to live, he said, it is not. We 
are leaving next month for good. We have bought a house 
in “le Buckinghamshire.” 

The colour, the heat and the unusual fruit, flowers and 
vegetation provided that complete change which is an 


essential part of all real holidays. Oranges and lemons, 
figs and melons, prickly pears, agaves, aloes, bougainvileas 
and giant jasmine provided a series of nostalgic flashbacks 
to other and sometimes hotter places. 

The charm of the villa type of architecture, pale 
colours, shutters, black window openings, balconies and 
Roman tiles tended, I found, to wear off after a week. 
The overall beauty of the building-studded mountainside 
plunging into the bright blue sea became not so beautiful 
as one learned to recognize the individual buildings, a 
great many of which were really very ugly. The building 
whose entire wall was covered with an advertisement for 
an aperitif which on the first day seemed “so French, so 
charming,” became as irritating as a hoarding bearing a 
detergent poster in Piccadilly after a few days. The truly 
breath-taking view of Monte Carlo from the heights of 
Roquebrune was seen with more familiar eyes to be 
infuriatingly obscured with a mass of overhead power 
lines. And yet... and yet I would gladly spend two 
months there and intend to return. 

There was a time when the Céte d’Azur was considered 
too hot for a summer holiday; now it is packed from end 
to end with people from every nation in Western Europe. 
On the snaking corniches the cars drive nose to bonnet 
all day and most of the night—or so it seems. 


MONTE CARLO 

My knowledge of Monte Carlo was slight, a casino, a 
popular song, and a motor rally. Of the people who lived 
or stayed there I knew and know nothing, but it is a most 
beautiful place. It is true that you have to pay to go on 
the nicer pieces of beach. But even that has its compen- 
sations, for it collects the beauties in one or two places. 
And what beauties, too! It is baffling that women wearing 
so little can be so completely unselfconscious in such a 
place, whereas the ruffling of a skirt by a breeze in Bond 
Street causes them untold embarrassment. 

Much of the Monagasque architecture is confectioners’ 
art of the early twentieth century, some is well done, most 
is not, but in the general scene it is all acceptable—even 
the casino. The best architecture is to be found in the 
vast Piranesi-like bases on which many of the larger villas 
were raised to give them the desired view of the sea and 
coast. The unbelievably large, rich and tiddly yachts in 
La Condamine make one’s aspiration in boat ownership 
seem quite contemptible. The white-hatted and spatted 
policemen seem to be recruited from the ranks of film 
stars ever ready to be photographed. 


LE TROPHEE DES ALPES 

Almost vertically above Monte Carlo at an aktitude of 
1,500ft is the wonderfully preserved—and clean— 
medizval town of La Turbie. Motorists will recognize 
the name given to the hill climb in the rally. The town 
is remarkable enough with its twisting alleys, charming 
vistas and jumble of Roman-tiled roofs, but the outstand- 
ing thing to see is a huge Roman monument, “ Le Trophée 
des Alpes,” erected by Augustus to commemorate the con- 
quest of Gaul. It consisted of a base about 100ft square 
bearing a fine inscription and surmounted by a circular 
tower with a colonnade. On top of the tower there was a 
stepped pyramid carrying a statue of Augustus, the over- 
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all height being more than 150ft. Until 1934 the monu- 
ment was a complete ruin but it was then partially restored 
so that some impression can now be gained of its size and 
grandeur. Perhaps I had never heard of this monument 
because by 1934 I had “done” my Roman architecture.

LE CORBUSIER 

I could not leave Roquebrune without calling on M. le 
Corbusier, who has a beach hut there. I left my visit 
rather late; indeed, until 10.30 on the night before I left. 
Access to the hut is through a small casse-croute, which I 
found to be closed. Some large dogs announced my 
arrival to a man and woman engaged in clearing up. 
Indeed M. le Corbusier was there, but he had gone to bed. 
I excused myself. But no! It was possible that he was 
not yet asleep. I protested; I was given a chair; one of 
the dogs sat down, too. I had a few minutes to examine 
the walls of the restaurant and recognized the decoration 
as Corb’s work. A door opened, he would be with me in 
a minute. He was. Bare feet, drill trousers, loose shirt, 
thick sides to his glasses. “Ah! C’est vous!” I was duly 
flattered. “Je suis content de vous voir.” What would 
I take? A “fine le Corbusier” with pieces of sugar to 
dip in it. “I got out of bed to come and see you,” he said. 
I felt embarrassed but he was charming. He was particu- 
larly happy as only that morning he had received a tele- 
gram to say that the 50,000th visitor had been shown round 
the Unité at Marseilles and had then been entertained to 
lunch. Seven million francs had so far been taken in 
entry fees. 

He had just finished the draft of Modulor II and was 
returning with it to Paris two days later. In November 
he goes back to visit Chandigarh. He sent me on my way 
with best wishes to all his English friends. 


I was very 
glad I had called. 


AVIGNON 


The system of one-way streets at Avignon is the most 
complicated I have yet come across. We went three times 
round the city before we found the place we wanted. In 
the evening we “assisted” at the floodlighting with sound 
of the Palais des Papes, sitting on benches in the great 
square in front of it. Music, poetry and the history of the 
building were conveyed to us by loudspeakers mounted on 
various parts of the building, while the very beautiful 
floodlighting played a dramatic accompaniment. As sound 
and lights announced the coming of the plague to Avignon 
a man slowly bicycled across the empty square. 

In the morning we were guided round the great stone 
rooms by a Corsican. You may not go round alone and 
it is perhaps useful to know that the first tour starts at 8. 
THE PONT DU GARD 

We have all known the Pont du Gard since our 
student days. Probably you can tell me the number of 
arches in each tier. You certainly remember that it is of 
dry construction. Have you seen it? If not, put it high 
on your list of musts. I honestly think it impressed me 
more than anything I had ever seen, more than St. Sophire 
and more than the Acropolis. 

The Provengal landscape is pure Van Gogh at every 
turn but he omitted the blue-clad bicyclist to be seen on 
every road, hammer gun slung across his back, lurcher at 
his side. La chasse is a serious business in those parts.

The New Barbican Scheme 


The names of Sergei Kadleigh and 
Patrick Horsbrugh, the authors of High 
Paddington, together with a_ third 
architect, William Whitfield, are in the 
news this week with the Times an- 
nouncement that a private group under 
the chairmanship of Sir Gerald Barry 
are promoting a comprehensive 
development plan for the bomb- 
devastated 40-acre Barbican site north 
of the City. It will be recalled that this 
site was the subject of a letter to the 
Times from Mr. Bryan Anstey in 
July, 1953, following publication of the 
High Paddington scheme. 

The area which the Kadleigh-Whit- 
field-Horsbrugh scheme embraces lies 
between Aldersgate Street and Moor- 
fields and Coleman Street; Barbican, 
Beach Street, Chiswell Street (exclud- 
ing Whitbreads Brewery) is __ its 
northern boundary, and its southern 
boundary is the west end of the pro- 
posed Route 11, Silver Street and 
Addle Street. 

The scheme as at present envisaged 
—it is not yet finalized—includes the 
following points : — 

A 14-acre central park, within which 
would be St. Giles Cripplegate Church 
and Ironmongers Hall. Excavations to 
a depth of 60 feet below the ground 
will accommodate four floors of ware- 
houses and garage space. The Metro- 
politan Line between Aldersgate and 
Moorgate would be left in its present 
position, but the excavations on both 
sides referred to above would leave it 
on an embankment. The erection of a 
new style Royal Exchange would con- 
tain a hotel and suites of offices for 
foreign visitors. To the north of the 
park covering sections of the Metro- 
politan Railway would be three main 
blocks in a semi-circle. These blocks 
would contain terrace housing and tall 
structures containing offices and flats. 
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THE WEEK 
High Paddington 


The Times recently described the 
three fifteen-storey blocks, “ Perkins 
Heights,” for Paddington Borough 
Council designed by the Borough 
Architect, Rolf Jensen, as the High 
Paddington scheme, and said that the 
L.C.C, had refused planning approval. 
The position with regard to High 
Paddington and Perkins Heights 
(which was illustrated in our issue of 
February 18, 1954) needs to be clarified. 
“Perkins Heights” will be the subject 
of a public enquiry on October 12 
at Paddington Town Hall. High Pad- 
dington has never been officially con- 
sidered by the L.C.C. and is at the 
moment the subject of investigation by 
an independent committee of leading 
firms of the building industry under 
the chairmanship of Robert Allan, 
C.B.E.. D.S.O., M.P. for South 
Paddington. 

Last week, the Kilburn Times re- 
ported Mr. Allan as saying that the 
rent of flats in High Paddington 
might be £3, not 30s per week. This 
indicates that the committee’s work 
must be nearing completion. It should 
be remembered that the committee’s 
task is a general one on the subject of 
high building in this country, and that 
Kadleigh’s High Paddington was taken 
as the example. Their report should 
contain some useful research work and 
is awaited with interest at this time 
when so many schemes for buildings 
are on the way upwards. 


N.S.A.S. Annual Conference 
at Scarborough 


The biggest air-pollution conference 
yet to be held in this country will hear 
Sir Hugh Beaver give an address that 
will in effect be a curtain-raiser for the 
final report of the Government Com- 
mittee on Air Pollution, of which he 
is Chairman. Although Sir Hugh will 
not be able to anticipate the recom- 
mendations of the report, which it is 
hoped will be published in a month or 
two, his agreement to attend and speak 
at their conference is regarded by the 
National Smoke Abatement Society as 
an encouraging sign. 

Nearly 500 delegates and members, 
representing local authorities, Govern- 
ment departments, the fuel and power 
industries, manufacturing interests, the 
railways, and technical organizations, 
will be present at the three-day con- 
ference, which opens at Scarborough 
on September 22. 

The Presidential Address will be on 
“The Coal Crisis—and the Society,” 
by Sir Ernest Smith, who is also 
Chairman of the Industrial Coal Con- 
sumers’ Council, while the Des Voeux 
Memorial Lecture will be by Sir 
Edward Salisbury, Director of the 
Royal Botanic Gardens, Kew, on “ Air 
Pollution and Plant Life.” 

More technical aspects will be re- 
viewed in papers on the industrial uses 


of gas and electricity, both of which 
are being increasingly used for pro- 
cesses previously dependent on raw 
coal. The gas paper will be read by 
Mr. R. F. Hayman, Industrial Gas 
Officer, the Gas Council, and that on 
electricity by Mr. J. I. Bernard, Chief 
Technical Officer of the British Elec- 
trical Development Association. For 
this session the Chairman will be Dr. 
W. A. Macfarlane, Director of the 
National Industrial Fuel Efficiency 
Service. 

Mr. R. F. Harvey, Chief Officer, 
Motive Power, British Railways, is to 
give a paper reviewing the efforts 
being made to reduce smoke from 
steam locomotives and developments 
in smokeless forms of traction.

New Home for Old Exhibition 
at Bristol 


With a view to encouraging owners 
of Regency and early Victorian houses 
to take advantage of the grants available 
under the Housing Act, 1949, to con- 
vert them into flats, Bristol Corpora- 
tion has just opened two such buildings 
at West Mall, Clifton, as an “ exhibi- 
tion.” 

Few people have realized the facili- 
ties offered under the scheme,” says an 
official statement, and in Bristol only 
300 applications have been made. “It 
is pointed out by the local Housing 
Department that the Ministry recently 
told local authorities that it was 
regretted private owners all over the 
country had taken little advantage of 
the financial assistance available, and 
suggested that publicity should be 
given in order to acquaint private 
landlords of it. . 

The Regency houses at West Mall 
is a typical example of the major type 
of flat conversion at present being 
undertaken in Bristol. 

They were purchased by the Cor- 
poration for converting into eight self- 
contained flats at a cost of £3,500; a

further £7,130 was spent on the actual 
conversion work. The inclusive rents 
of the flats range from 28s to 43s. 

Another old house at Alebemarle 
Row was bought for £10, and £1,600 
was spent on repairs and the cost of 
conversion was £5,054. The total net 
rents of the four flats in this instance 
is £6 14s ld, and it is pointed out that 
the private owner would have received 
the maximum grant of £400 per unit 
of accommodation provided, totalling 
£1,600. 

Opening this “New Life for Old 
Houses” exhibition, Alderman C. R. 
Gill, chairman of the Housing Com- 
mittee, said there were 10,000 houses 
in Bristol unfit to live in, and 20,000 
more were “on the verge of that con- 
dition.” Many of them would have to 


be demolished if more people did not 
take advantage of the grants that were 
now available. 


A.A. Evening Classes

The N.H.B.R.C. 
To the Editor of A. & B. N. 


Sir,—I was most happy to see your 
article dealing with the work and aims 
of the N.H.B.R.C. The rapid increase 
of house building by private builders 
stated in your article only emphasized 
the need for the services of this 
organization, and I wish them all suc- 
cess in the extension of their influence. 


I would, however, call their atten- 
tion to two vital aspects of their 
problem, both of which are of National 
importance as well as being of vital 
interest to those who invest their 
savings in the purchase of a house. 


1. I would remind them that this 
country has recently passed through a 
period which activated the Govern- 
ment of the day into widespread propa- 
ganda regarding the serious position 
we were in in respect of the wasteful 
use of coal. The propaganda urged 
the use of more efficient coal-burning 
appliances, together with improved 
methods of insulation. In spite of the 
slackening of official pressure, we know 
that this situation was not “a scare,” 
but was, and still is, of utmost im- 
portance. 


2. The provision of adequate and 
economic means of producing warmth 
and hot water, and the retention of 
the warmth within a house by means 
of insulation are vital to the purchaser. 
The provision of these amenities with 
insulation to the Egerton Standard and 
the supply of the warmth to the whole 
house would be not more than £150 
additional to normal practice. 

In compensation for this capital ex- 
penditure, the occupier would benefit 
by: 

(a) reduced fuel bills relative to the 
extent of the service provided and the 
resultant comfort; 

(b) reduced maintenance, particu- 
larly to decoration and the better 
preservation of goods and chattels. 

(c) will have invested his savings in 
a product of the building industry 
which, at the time of purchase, would 
include the most important technical

advances now accepted by all respon- 
sible designers and builders. 

As an architect, I am naturally con- 
cerned about the exterior appearance, 
but I consider that the above matters 
are of more importance to the investor. 
I have recently noted and give below 
one or two retrograde steps which I 
find have been taken by the post-war 
private developer, as follows :— 

Yin exterior brick walls, rendered at 
back and sides, with the facing bricks 
on the front elevation having their 
headers in contact with the internal 
plaster, which will result in damp 
penetration and internal condensation. 

No insulation in the roof. 

External and isolated 44in chimneys 
for boiler flues, which will result in 
these flues requiring rebuilding within 
ten years. 

I would add that the Egerton 
Standard provides for 50%, less loss 
of heat by conduction and a 25%, re- 
duction over the whole house, includ- 
ing loss by draughts, windows, etc., in 
comparison to Yin brickwork and no 
roof insulation. . 

I believe, for the sake of national 
economy and for the security of the 
investor, these standards of insulation 
should be a minimum, whether full 
house heating is provided or not.

Spine 


Mr. Harold Macmillan, Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, has 
approved the County of Cambridge 
Development Plan with modifications. 
He has decided to leave in the Plan 
the proposed spine relief road intended 
to relieve traffic pressure in the centre 
of the City of Cambridge, but there 
will be no final decision about the road 
for at least five years, at the end of 
which the statutory review of the Plan 
will be due to take place. There will 
then be an opportunity for the matter 
to be considered further before any 
final decision is taken on a scheme for 
road construction. 


In a letter to the County Council the 
Minister says that he does not consider 
that alternative suggestions for easing 
the traffic problem in the centre of 
Cambridge offer a practical solution 
and, as the volume of traffic through 
the City is likely to grow during the 
next 10 or 20 years, the line of the road 
should be safeguarded against develop- 
ment during the next five years so that 
the matter can be examined afresh at 
the end of that period in the light of 
traffic statistics which he is asking the 
County Council to prepare. 

The decision letter says that the 
Minister gave special consideration to 
the proposals affecting the City. As 
the County Council accepted the view 
that congestion was caused largely by 
local traffic, they considered that the 
remedy lay in the provision of a relief 
road as near as possible to the central 
streets. A route was selected on the 
eastern side of the City centre running 
southwards from Histon Road across 
the western end of Mid-Summer 
Common to Jesus Lane and then 
across Christ’s Pieces to rejoin the 
central streets via Emmanuel Street to 
St. Andrew’s Street. In the present 
development plan, however, only the 
northern section of this route, termin- 
ating at Jesus Lane, was included. 

This proposal was criticized on 
grounds of cost and effect on proper- 
ties, of the probable ultimate effect on 
Christ’s Pieces, and generally on the 
character of Cambridge, and it was 
urged that a relief road was not 
necessary. 

The City Council proposed as an 
alternative the gradual widening of the 
central streets themselves. The Uni- 
versity objected to both proposals, but 
considered that congestion could be 
relieved by better car parks. The 
County Council contended that the 
alternative of widening the central 
streets would be a slow and costly pro- 
cess and would alter the familiar 
character of Cambridge. Car parks 
might free the roads of standing 
vehicles, but the problem of local 
traffic would remain and increase. 

“The Minister appreciates that in 
old and historic towns like Cambridge, 
whose central streets are inadequate 
for present-day traffic, proposals such

as the spine relief road must inevitably 
give rise to sharp controversy,” the 
letter continues. “At the same time, 
he does not feel that such controversy 
justifies the abandonment of any 
attempt to solve the problem.” 

All sides were agreed at the enquiry 
that the traffic problem in the centre 
of Cambridge was serious now and 
would certainly become more serious. 
The Minister had to regard probable 
future as well as present needs. He 
agreed that greater parking facilities 
were urgently wanted, and was glad 
that the City Council intended to pro- 
vide a multi-storey garage in the pro- 
posed new Guildhall Street area. He 
hoped that scheme would be under- 
taken with as little delay as possible. 
He did not consider, however, that the 
provision of more parking space and 
the provision of the proposed routes 
for through traffic to the east and west 
of the City would in themselves neces- 
sarily be sufficient to cope with the 
problem of central traffic congestion in 
the longer run. 

Of the City Council’s 
suggestion of widening the central 
streets the letter says that the 
Minister’s view was that there was no 
real prospect that this method would 
afford an effective solution. 

“Tt would be destructive of existing 
properties, very slow and expensive 
and disruptive of shopping and com- 
mercial activities over a long time,” 
says the letter. 

“On the other hand, the new route 
chosen in the Plan by the County 
Council has the merit of keeping dis- 
turbance to a minimum, of causing 
least offence to the general character 
of the City, and of enabling a useful 
stretch of road to be constructed in 
the foreseeable future should that be- 
come necessary. It also fulfils the 
condition that the relief road should 
be as near to the central streets as 
possible, and the Minister cannot see 
how any other route could achieve this. 

“The Minister is therefore clearly 
of the opinion that if a central relief 
road has to be constructed, the route 
proposed in the Plan is the one that 
should be followed; and he has decided 
to leave it as part of the approved 
Plan. 

“In view of the public controversy 
that has arisen over this particular pro- 
posal, the Minister thinks it important 
that the practical significance of his 
decision should be properly appre- 
ciated. Approval of the proposal 
shown in the Plan does not confer any 
authority for the actual construction of 
the road. That is a separate matter 
which will only arise for decision at 
such time as a specific road scheme is 
prepared and submitted to the Ministry 
of Transport and Civil Aviation. The 
Minister is informed that there is no 
prospect of such a scheme being 
authorized at an early date: in any 
case it is made clear in the pro- 


alternative 


gramming proposals, which are an 
integral part of the Plan, that it is not 
intended to make a start on construc- 
tion of the road before the second 
period of the Plan, i.e., not until at 
least five years from now. Approval 
of the proposed route as part of the 
Plan does not therefore carry with it 
any threat of early or irrevocable 
action. 

“On the other hand, if the route is 
not left in the approved Plan, there is 
the risk that development might be 
carried out within the next few years 
which would seriously prejudice con- 
struction of the road, and perhaps 
make it impossible to achieve with- 
out substantially greater disturbance. 
This is a risk which, in the circum- 
stances, the Minister considered that 
it would be both imprudent and un- 
reasonable to take. 


“The practical effect of approval is 
therefore to enable the line of the road 
to be safeguarded during the next five 
years, at the end of which the statu- 
tory review of the Plan will be due 
to take place. There will then be 
opportunity for the matter to be con- 
sidered further before any final de- 
cision is taken on a scheme for road 
construction. 

“ Meanwhile the Minister will look 
to the County Council to arrange for 
the collection and study of current 
traffic statistics in the light of which 
the case for the proposed spine relief 
road may be examined afresh, includ- 
ing any further proposal for extension 
southwards of the route shown in the 
Plan, so that the whole question may 
be dealt with at one and the same 
time. 

“In this connection, he also invites 
the County Council to give further 
consideration to the siting of the bus 
station. He has decided that the pro- 
posal to establish a bus station on the 
site between Christ’s and Emmanuel 
Colleges should be deleted from the 
Plan. In doing so he has had in mind 
the probable effect of the noise and 
movement of traffic on the two col- 
leges, and the doubts which have been 
expressed about the adequacy of the 
site for the size of the station which 
would be needed. He has come to 
the conclusion the siting of the bus 
station should be a proposal forming 
part of whatever proposals may be put 
forward for the completion of the 
spine relief road should it ultimately 
be decided to construct the road. If 
in the event it is decided not to con- 
struct the road the siting of the bus 
station must be reconsidered in the 
light of that decision.”

HIS new school, first of the L.C.C. Comprehensive 
Secondary Schools for Girls was opened to pupils 
this week. Two secondary schools and parts of two 
technical colleges have been transferred to Kidbrooke, 
and a 13-form entry of girls of 11 + and a number of girls 
of 13+who wish to take technical courses have been 
admitted in addition. The initial roll will be about 
1,700 places. The total capacity of the school is 2,000. 
Work was begun on the school in April 1951, and _ the 
estimate of building costs is £88,000 for foundations; 
£560,000 for superstructure; fees and additional expenses 
— £83,000; cost of equipment and furniture excluding 
“ built in” about £55,000.

The new school is in Corelli Road, a few minutes’ walk 
from Shooter’s Hill on a site of nearly 10 acres which has 
a gentle slope from north to south. There are about 16 
acres of playing fields to the west, providing eight hockey 
pitches and eight hard tennis courts. 

Planning 

The various teaching rooms such as science, domestic 
science, general classrooms and art rooms are dispersed 
in three main wings linked together by common elements 
such as the library, main staffrooms, advanced needle- 
work and cookery classrooms. These main sections can be 
used independently or collectively floor by floor. Class- 
rooms are grouped in bunches of twelve, four classrooms 
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on each of three floors. On each floor classrooms have 
folding door screens between so that they open into each 
other to provide one spacious dining area adjacent to 
serveries. During teaching periods, roller shutters are 
closed to isolate the kitchen section from the school. 
Generally speaking, both circulation space and height of 
classrooms has been reduced without impairing adequate 
means of access and lighting standards; in fact the circu- 
lation area is 19°/, of a total area which compares favour- 
ably with 25°, and even 30°(, of older planning methods. 


Secondary 


Special Features 


The Assembly hall is large enough for the whole school 
(standing) to attend morning prayers; seated, there is 
space for nearly 1,500. A door-screen between the hall 
and the entrance foyer can be opened up to the full width 
to give additional seating space in the foyer, if required. 
The design of the hall is influenced strongly by the 
acoustic needs of speech and music. Its apparent size is 
reduced by side galleries which are lower in height. 

In the domestic science section there is a great variety 
of domestic apparatus ranging from ordinary sinks to 
gas and solid fuel cookers, washing and drying machines, 
etc., to teach the girls to use equipment which they are 
likely to meet when they have homes of their own. 
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School 


Attached to some of the domestic science teaching rooms 
are fully equipped furnished flats, with different floor 
finishes where proper methods of polishing and main- 
tenance can be practised by the pupils. 

The art rooms have a simple shell concrete roof 
providing a curved ceiling with a high level north light 
on one side. The walls are left with large areas of pin-up 
space. The art rooms are designed in pairs with folding 
doors between them; these can be opened to form one 
large gallery for exhibitions. The administration rooms— 
headmistress’s study, assistant headmistress, etc., are 
situated in the main foyer at first floor level. The head- 
mistress is able to address each class from her own study 
through loudspeakers fitted in each classroom. The 
loudspeakers can also be used for radio broadcasts, 
class changes and fire alarms; certain of them are fitted 
with a “ speak-back”’ device for the use of the staff. 

Other interesting features of the school include a 
greenhouse for biological experiments in connection 
with the teaching of science; science rooms equipped for 
advanced work in physics, chemistry and biology as well 
as general science; lecture rooms with stepped seating for 
science demonstrations; a garden layout containing lawns 
and areas of labelled shrubs and trees with numerous 


garden seats; extensive playing fields.

Construction 

The classroom blocks are of reinforced concrete slab, 
beam and column construction, with a shell roof over the 
kitchen and north light shells over the craftrooms. 
Structurally, the chief interest is concentrated in the 
Assembly hall. This is covered by a 3in thick concrete 
dome on a rectangular plan. The upper part of the 
four sides of the hall consists of 8in thick walls mono- 
lithic with the dome and this box-like structure is 
ultimately supported by one column at each corner. 
These walls on the longer sides contain large window 
openings and pick up at the lower edge a flat roof which 
extends the hall space to a larger area. Post-tensioning 
by the Freyssinet system has been introduced in the 
boundary walls to deal with their combined action of 
beams carrying the vertical loads and ties resisting the 
spreading forces from the dome. The dome is almost 
entirely in a membrane condition, that is, free from bend- 
ing, and this has largely been brought about by the 
prestressing in the boundary members which, in addition 
to the function already mentioned, practically eliminates 
edge disturbances. 

The acoustic ceiling inside the hall is suspended from 
the dome by means of steel rods and the space between 
the acoustic ceiling and the dome contains walkways, 
lighting equipment, trunking, etc. 

A feature that has a marked influence on the exterior

appearance of the hall is that rain water is conducted to 
the outlets at the corners by slots sunk near the edges 
from the otherwise uninterrupted surface instead of by 
small parapet upstandings. Structual continuity of the 
dome and boundary walls is obtained by interior haunch- 
ing large enough to incorporate the slots. The small 
oval concrete mullions in the window through the side 
walls act structurally as hangars to pick up the low 
flat side roof slabs. 

Internal Finishes 


Floor finishes are as follows: General Classrooms— 
Accotile; Housecraft—Greaseproof Accotile and Buff 
Quarry tiles; Corridors—Linoleum laid in tile form to 
patterns; Hall—Japanese maple; Science room—Afrimosia 
block; Gymnasia—Gurjan African hardwood. Walls and 
ceilings—plaster and emulsion paint in varied colours. 
Science room fittings—West African Iroko hardwood.

Side panelling to galleries and stage front—Beech and 
Iroko.

Where necessary absorbent rock 
wool is used with perforation in the hardboard. The 
stage panelling is in birch plywood on battens and stained 
to a silver grey. Glazing to gymnasia and parts of 
staircase windows is in armoured plate glass to avoid 
any possible danger. As an internal finish to shell 
concrete roof of the main kitchen and the art rooms 
Pyroc sprayed plastic finish is used to reduce noise and 
condensation. This material is also used in the main 
foyer and the housecraft rooms. 


Services 


Electrical services include lighting, general-purpose 
socket outlets on a 13-amp ring main system, power for 
tutorial cooking, sound relay and signals, and impulse 
clocks. 

Space heating in the school is effected by means of 
radiators, pipe coils and warm air circulators. Hot 
water is indirectly heated from the central boiler plant 
and stored in the boiler house in three storage calorifiers 
with a total capacity of 2,250 gallons. Cold water services 
include mains water, which is supplied direct to drinking 
fountains and certain taps used for cooking and service 
from a _ 19,360-gallon tank located in a tank room 
immediately above the boiler house. Gas is used in the 
main kitchen and in the housecraft rooms. 

The Assembly hall background heating of hot water 
radiators is supplemented by two plenum plants, one 
under each gallery. These deliver fresh warm air from 
behind radiators, while extract is from the roof void.

In the construction of the block, load-bearing brick- 
work is used, faced with Leicestershire buff facings. 
Floors and roofs are solid reinforced concrete. Windows 
are of wood, purpose made, mainly horizontally pivoted 
type which can be reversed to the inside for cleaning.

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The staircases have coloured matt glazed tile dadoes 
with plastered and painted walls and soffits over. The 
internal finishes to the flats are the normal housing 
standard with plastic tile floors and a limited amount of 
white glazed tiling in the kitchens and bathrooms. 

Kitchens are well fitted up with modified standard 
units which are completely factory made and finished, 
the framing of which is clear cellulosed finished so that 
it may be touched up after scribing and fitting into 
position. 

Space and water heating is provided from continuous- 
burning-type grates in the living rooms, which have back 
boilers and convector panels to the bedrooms adjoining. 
The solid fuel stores within the flats have automatic 
locking delivery hoppers from the stair landings. 

Clothes washing facilities consist of the provision of 
gas coppers in the kitchens and gas drying cupboards for 
communal use on the staircase half-landings. 


Each flat has the choice of electric or gas cooking, and 
dry conduits are provided for the installation of telephone 
service if required by the tenants. 


Refuse disposal is by means of chutes to container 
chambers at ground level. The site is being laid out

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Door 


Handles 


HIS is the first article of a new series which will appear once a 

month dealing with building accessories and components. It 
is intended that they should provide a starting point for selection 
and specification, and as a supplement to the suppliers’ own trade 
catalogues. 

A check list similar to the one below written from knowledge 
and experience will introduce each article, and the relevant British 
Standards and special technical literature will be mentioned. Suppliers 
will be listed with the addresses and telephone numbers, and where 
it has been forthcoming, tabular data is given also. 

Illustrations are a selection to remind readers of the large 
range of examples available; also in this particular article are 
included a number of handles made to architects’ own designs. 
The problem of designing both for efficiency as well as to please the eye 
is not to be underestimated, and among the mass-produced examples 
there are a number which are functionally excellent. British firms 
with their great traditions of workmanship and use of good material 
need not fear Foreign Competition but they may have to face it; for 
even in such a familiar object as a door-handle it is rash to assume 


T is important that ball and oval knobs are of sufficient 

size to be comfortable to grip. Round knobs of less 
than lin. diameter are undesirable and believed to be 
better if they are 2in or even 2}in diameter. The long 
dimension of the oval knobs should be about 2}in. 
The size of lever handles should give at least 3in, and 
preferably rather more, on the part gripped by the hand. 
Lever handles should be spring-loaded to relieve the 
weight on the latch itself; although many plastic handles 
are not spring-loaded it is desirable that they should be. 
The shape of lever handles is often such that they are 
uncomfortable to grip as they have hard square edges 
due to “ modernistic ” designs. It is sometimes desirable 
that they should turn inwards at their outer end to avoid 
catching in clothes. Very secure fixings are desirable 
for handles. Frequently there is very little wood behind 
the rose or plate into which the screws are fixed and a 
positive fixing of the handle to the spindle is desirable. 
There is advantage in using handles mounted on plates 
as these often allow the screws to be well clear of the lock 
case. There are many methods of fixing handles. Some 
of the more secure, however, may be a little less elegant 
as they show the screws. 

Thumb latckes are still often used and they should 
have a type with a back plate against which the knuckles 
rub when gripping the handle as very quickly knuckle 
marks show on painted, stained or polished surfaces. 
These thumb latches are often used on coal sheds, and 


the perfect design has been achieved. 
with Postal Knockers, etc.

garden gates. Here, where they are exposed to the 
weather, finishes such as japanning are very unsatis- 
factory; the extra cost of galvanizing in such positions is 
worthwhile. When any type of pull-handle is used there 
should be sufficient clearance for the fingers, a minimum 
space is ljin = 4in. The relationship of the centre cf 
the key and the centre of the follower (spindle) is import- 
ant on locks and latches to give comfortable space between 
the handle and the key. This is now frequently a dimen- 
sion of 2}in. 

The actual selection of handles seems to be largely 
a matter of esthetics, personal likes and dislikes and 
to a measure—fashion. The design and construction of 
doors often influence the types of latch and lock used 
and these in their turn affect the type of handle. Current 
types of door tend to have narrow stiles and rails or 
relatively small lock blocks in flush doors so that narrow 
lock cases are essential. This causes a greater use of 
lever handles to avoid the knobs being very close to the 
door frame, especially on the side with the door stop. 
A choice of door design so that Sin or 6in horizontal 
locks could be used would be desirable for the comfort of 
the user. This would necessitate larger lock blocks in 
flush doors and wide lock rails in panelled doors. 


Materials and Finishes 


Quite a lot of hardware is made in plastics but there 
is not a British Standard directly related to the suitable

Door Handles (Introduction continued) 
plastics for hardware. The moulding materials, such as 
the phenolic resin materials, are covered by individual 
British Standards. Wood is sometimes used for knob type 
handles, when it is usually Cocos. China and glass are 
also used in the more expensive types. Handles of all 
types are also available in stainless steel, which is again 
fairly expensive. 

There is a very considerable range of finishes in addition 
to the variety of metals themselves. Non-ferrous articles 
often have finishes such as B.M.A. or are plated. Among 
the non-ferrous materials are copper, brass, gunmetal, 
zinc-based alloys and cast or wrought aluminium alloy. 
Ferrous articles, which may be steel, cast iron or malleable 
iron, are usually finished by being japanned, Berlin blacked 
or zinc coated; it is possible to plate certain of these. 


The handles are of cut glass backed with 
colour. 


It is important to select finishes suitable for the con- 
ditions of exposure. Most materials when used in external 
positions require some form of cleaning, even materials 
such as bronze, stainless steel, aluminium and plastics, 
but the selection should be based on the use of materials 
whose cleaning is by means, e.g. soap and water, which 
do not affect paint and similar surface finishes. Ferrous 
metals should be galvanized for exterior use and it 
would be advantageous to select galvanized finishes for 
use in steamy or damp atmospheres, such as kitchens, 
coal stores and back lobbies. Broadly, the quality of most 
hardware is fairly directly related to the weight of mat- 
erials used. This is particularly true in relation to dur- 
ability; thus the more expensive hardware, because of the 
amount of material, is usually the more durable.

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THE FIRST 


VERY practical man ought to have 

some knowledge of the law as it 
affects his business or trade just as 
everyone ought to know something 
about first aid for injuries. The ex- 
tent of the knowledge ‘that is required 
in each case is about the same and the 
rules for conduct are the same. In 
other words one ought to know 
enough to be able to avoid making the 
worst mistakes and to do away with 
the need to run to the specialist on the 
smallest matters and, more important, 
know when a specialist ought to be 
consulted. Major disasters or prob- 
lems need expert attention but often 
they can be avoided by a little com- 
mon sense at an early stage. The 
idea of this series of articles is to give 
a very general outline of the main 
principles of the law of contract as they 
affect builders and their employers 
with an emphasis on certain points 
which tend to occur in building work 
from day to day, and some discussion 
of the current standard forms of Con- 
tract drawn up for the R.I.B.A. and 
other bodies. One article in the series 
will deal with the liability of profes- 
sional advisers for negligence and an- 
other with the liability of building con- 
tractors for injuries to persons coming 
on to the site, for though both these 
subjects are more matters of tort than 
contract they are closely linked with 
building contracts. 

The law of building contracts is, of 
course, only a particular aspect of the 
general law of contract and of tort 
which is the subject of several well- 
known legal textbooks.* A_ simple 
contract is an agreement between two 
or more people that one of them shall 
do one thing in exchange for some- 
thing to be done by the other. All of 
us enter into contracts every day of 
our lives as we buy cigarettes, pay fares 
on buses or order goods from a shop. 
In each of these cases we agree with 
the person with whom we are dealing 
what we want and what we are to give 
for it. Our needs in each case are so 
simple that we do not need to enter 
into long and complicated negotiations 
and generally there is no written con- 
tract, but nevertheless each party to 
the contract has bound himself to do 
what he agreed to do and is liable for 
breach of contract if he fails. If the 
packet has only 15 cigarettes in it in- 
stead of 20, if the bus stops halfway

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to its destination or the goods are 
delivered to the wrong address, in each 
case there is a breach of contract and 
liability in damages. The extent of 
the liability for breach of simple con- 
tracts such as these, depends on the 
agreed terms of the contract or the 
terms which are implied by the agree- 
ment. 


The effect of a recent Act of Parlia- 
mentt is that no contract need be in 
writing except contracts in connection 
with the sale of land or contracts to 
act as guarantee for another person. 
It is enough to create a binding legal 
relationship if the parties have ex- 
pressed their agreement and their in- 
tention to enter into a contract. But 
of course if the agreement between the 
parties is merely to draw up a written 
contract whose terms are to express 
their agreement then no contract is 
created until the written contract is 
complete. If the contract terms are set 
out in a document which the parties 
sign then they are both bound by 
those terms whether or not they read 
the document. It is useless to say 
after a contract has been signed that 
it does not express what one had in- 
tended it to, or that one didn’t realize 
that it contained a particular term. 
Once a person has signed a document 
he is assumed to have read and 
approved its contents and is not 
allowed to say that it does not set out 
what he agreed to do. The only occa- 
sions on which oral evidence as to the 
meaning of a written agreement may 
be given are when agreements contain 
special trade terms or refer to trade 
customs or to a particular arrangement 
which has been used in earlier con- 
tracts between the same parties. When 
a party has been induced to sign by 
fraud he may have the contract set 
aside and if by an error the document 
does not set out accurately the terms 
expressly agreed between the parties 
it may be rectified. 


If there is no written agreement, but 
an oral one, and a dispute arises out of 
it, then, of course, the court which 
decides the dispute will have to dis- 
cover the terms of the contract from 
the evidence of the parties. It may be 
that one party may seek to show that 
while nothing was said at the time of 
the making of the contract as to any 
particular term or condition, it was im- 
plied and understood that such a term 
or condition was necessary in order 
that the contract should be carried out 
effectively. If the facts support this

contention, and if the insertion of such 
a term would be reasonable and would 
give the contract business efficacy, 
then the court will so find. In such a 
case the court is not pretending that 
the parties agreed to do something 
when in fact they did not, but, starting 
from the assumption that they meant 
the contract to work, is trying to dis- 
cover what they would have agreed to 
do if they had discussed this particular 
aspect of the contract and its likely 
consequence. ‘The same is true to a 
less degree in the interpretation of 
written contracts in cases where am- 
biguities of wording arise. 

The agreement which gives rise to 
a contract consists of two separate acts : 
an offer by one person and the accept- 
ance of that offer by another person. 
Once the offer has been accepted with- 
out reservation the contract is com- 
plete. The offer must be something 
more than a mere general indication 
that one is ready to do business. Thus 
the display of goods in a shop window 
with price tickets marked on them, or 
the advertisement of a car for sale at 
a certain price are not offers whose 
acceptance would create a contract. 
Nor is an invitation to contractors to 
tender for a particular works an offer. 
All that there is in each of these cases 
is a suggestion that one is ready to con- 
sider offers which may be made. Thus 
if a contractor submits a tender to do 
work he is making an offer, and as soon 
as his tender is accepted he is bound 
by a contract to do the work in the 
terms of his tender. If he wishes to 
withdraw his offer he must do so before 
it has been accepted. If an offer is 
accepted by letter the acceptance be- 
comes effective and the contract also 
from the moment that the letter is 
posted, but if an offer is withdrawn by 
letter the offer remains open until the 
letter of withdrawal reaches its destina- 
tion. It may happen that a letter 
accepting a tender will cross in the 
post with a letter withdrawing the 
tender, and, of course, in such a case 
the letter of withdrawal is too late and 
the contract is effective. 

If intending parties to a contract are 
under a fundamental misapprehension 
of the true state of affairs, or if one 
misrepresents to the other facts which 
are vital, a contract may never be 
formed because no true agreement is 
reached. Questions which arise under 
this head may give rise to the most in- 
tricate legal problems, and it is impos- 
sible to give an adequate synopsis of 
the law in an article of this length. It

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must be emphasized, however, that 
nothing gives a party to a contract the 
right to withdraw from his legal obli- 
gations merely because the thing which 
he agreed to do, knowing its nature and 
details, turns out to be less profitable 
or more difficult than he had thought 
at the time the contract was made. 

If the subject of the contract is the 
performance of some act which is for- 
bidden by law, such as the building of 
a house without a licence at a time 
when licences are required under 
Defence regulations, then the contract 
cannot be enforced by resort to the 
courts. If work is done under such a 
contract the builder cannot sue for pay- 
ment, for if he succeeded the court 
would have helped him to recover the 
profits of a crime. The classic case of 
this sort, often quoted but hard to 
verify, is of an 18th century litigant 
who sued his partner for his share in 
the partnership profits. As the case 
proceeded it became clear that the 
business of the partnership was the dis- 
posal of property stolen by the plaintiff, 
a highwayman. The plaintiff’s claim 
was dismissed, and he shortly found 
himself in another court and in a dif- 
ferent capacity. 

Apart from contracts to do unlawful 
acts, there are certain other types of 
contract which the courts will not en- 
force. Some of these, such as betting 
contracts or contracts made by persons 
under 21, are the subject of Acts of 
Parliament, others are unenforceable 
because it is considered that though 
their objects are not unlawful their 
encouragement would be against the 
interest of the community as a whole. 
This class is very limited, for the courts 
have always been loth to interfere with 
contracts which have been validly 
created by genuine agreement. The 
courts refuse as a rule to enquire into 
the question whether a party to a con- 
tract got a good bargain so long as he 
got the thing for which he contracted. 
If a man enters into an agreement to 
buy a canary for £1,000 he cannot 
withdraw from the contract on finding 
that he could get as good a canary for 
10s elsewhere. He got, or could have, 
what he agreed to buy, and he must 
pay what he agreed to pay. 

In entering into a contract one, as it 
were, creates a private code of law be- 
tween oneself and the other party to 
the contract which will subsist until 
the contract comes to an end. A wise 
man takes great care not to become in- 
volved in liabilities which he is not 
prepared to undertake. The law, after 
all is said, is only a series of rules based 
on ordinary common sense and good 
commercial practice. The theme of 
this series of articles is an attempt to 
discuss how far law and common sense 
go hand in hand in building contracts.

E seem to have heard little about 

the International Council tor 
Building Research Studies and Docu- 
mentation since the announcements of 
its formation some twelve months ago, 
but recently copies of its first three 
Bulletins were received with an invita- 
tion to become subscribers for the 
further issues. 

The short summary of the Council’s 
aims, printed on part of the cover of 
each issue, is a clear enunciation and is 
worthy of reprinting here in full. This 
is as follows :— 

“The primary purpose of the Inter- 
national Council shall be to encourage, 
facilitate and develop international co- 
operation in building research, studies 
and applied research and documenta- 
tion covering not only the technical, 
but also the economic and social aspects 
of building, 

“In general the International Coun- 
cil shall use its best endeavours, within 
the limits of its competence, to promote 
progress in building by improving qual- 
ity, reducing costs and increasing pro- 
ductivity. In its immediate activities it 
shall give special attention to the needs 
for more and better houses, hospitals 
and schools and, in general, to social 
objectives, with special reference to the 
needs of the family as a unit.” 

These aims seem to be admirable as 
co-operation can avoid much wasted 
time and effort by preventing the same 
problem from being handled con- 
currently by several organizations, and 
by organizing the carrying out of re- 
search in several places to achieve a co- 
ordinated result. The second paragraph 
is of interest to architects and to the 
practical side of the building industry, 
but one is inclined to wonder how the 
documentation section, if these 
Bulletins are a guide, hopes to achieve 
results in many of the spheres men- 
tioned, such as increasing productivity 
by providing more and better houses 
and schools, which seems largely to de- 
pend on the willingness of those 
responsible to produce the necessary 
finance. Very little research is needed 
to provide more houses or schools, but 
better houses and schools may well 
result from a thorough research into 
the needs of those who will use them. 

An examination of the three issues of 
the Bulletin now sent does not convince 
one that they are very good as a means 
of achieving the objectives set down. 
The information, which is in the form 
of loose double-sided sheets, perforated 
for filing in the first Bulletin but not 
perforated in Nos. 2 and 3, seems to 
have been prepared by librarian/ 
journalists, with little or no under- 
standing of presenting information to 
research workers, architects and 
engineers. Many of the sheets are a 
mere wordy summary of articles ap- 
pearing in current journals, periodicals 
and other publications, and to be use- 
ful the source needs always to be con-

sulted; thus the title, the source and a 
very brief summary in a few lines 
would provide all the information 
necessary to lead the user to consult the 
complete reference. 

Incidentally the Bulletins are undated 
except as to the number of the issue in 
a particular year but are stated to be bi- 
monthly. The matter covered in the 
summaries ranges over a very wide 
field, and, in consequence, some of the 
summaries are very useful and very 
helpful, while others seem to have little 
value and make a very sma!‘ contribu- 
tion to the aims of the organization. 
Among the summaries is a diary of 
national and international congresses, 
the holding of which are almost certain 
to be announced by other means 
directly to those interested, while many 
of the announcements refer to meet- 
ings at which attendance is in any case 
confined to members of the specific 
organization. Even if any interested 
person may attend, the important factor 
is to supply the dates very far ahead to 
avoid clashes of meetings and also to 
give the address of the Secretariat of 
the organizers. It seems more import- 
ant when making an announcement of 
the formation of a national institute for 
building research to set out clearly 
what fields are intended to be covered 
rather than to give information that 
“the building industry of the particular 
country is responsible for a sixth of the 
nation’s investments.” Again, in re- 
porting a meeting of the E.C.E. Hous- 
ing Sub-committee, it is not the titles 
of the discussions which are interesting 
but the details and any publications 
covering the conclusions reached which 
may contribute to the resolution of the 
C.1L.B. aims, Short paragraphs giving 
the name, place of availability and price 
of publications is sufficient information 
for the research worker. 


It seems very doubtful that readers 
will want to know that somebody when 
visiting Bouwcentrum, emphasized the 
need to compile extensive documenta- 
tion on theatres and concert halls. The 
designers of future buildings of these 
types merely want the information 
which will result from such a proposal, 
but in any case are there enough of 
such buildings to be erected that would 
justify the preparation of full documen- 
tation? 


Another paragraph suggests the need 
for a study of the activities of house- 
wives. This is a fact that we all appre- 
ciate in the building industry, but what 
will be achieved by the Netherlands 
having a series of working parties 
examining each household activity, 
such as cooking and laundry, as a 
separate study since the housewife 
usually has to carry on several activities 
concurrently, such as minding the 
baby, listening to the wireless and pre- 
paring meals, and it is this variability 
or rapid change of activity which influ- 
ences the study of the _ individual

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activity. By the way, what are “ psycho- 
technical requirements ”? 


One summary is devoted to a method 
of construction of large concrete 
reservoirs and another to an aluminium 
bridge. These seem to be essentially 
in the civil engineering field and very 
remote from research of the types 
related to buildings, to be inferred from 
the C.L.B. aims. 


A full note on sizes of windows in 
fact tells us very little that we did not 
already know, since B.R.S. has worked 
long on the subject and the results of 
their work are issued in a practical 
form as a B.S. Code of Practice. Surely 
the first issued summary on such a sub- 
ject should have been a list of such 
publications from all sources which 
could have been followed by detailed 
summaries of later findings and publi- 
cations ? 

Why the editors should have decided 
to take illustrated extracts, for example 
of what appears to be an architect’s 
nightmare design for a basilica or the 
South Bank development scheme, from 
current periodicals for inclusion in 
these summaries is quite incompre- 
hensible Nor is it understandable 
what contribution is to be expected 
from a summary entitled, “ Architect- 
Organizer of the Eighteenth Century.” 
Again, this type of contribution seems 
to have little bearing on the achieve- 
ment of the aims of the C.I.B. Equally 
it seems very undesirable that there 
should be too much stressing of one 
national organization; the Netherlands 
seem to figure rather too prominently 
in these three issues, while our own 
Building Research Station, which seems 
to have available results and useful in- 
formation on most of the subjects 
covered in the summaries, does not 
seem to have these at all well reported. 
Other nations seem better able to 
publicize the comparatively little work 
they have done than does the U.K. 
whose research station is very long 
established and has achieved a very 
great deal. 


The impression given by a fairly de- 
tailed examination of these bulletins is 
that the sooner the editorial board adds 
at least one practising architect to the 
membership the quicker it is likely to 
get its output used by those outside the 
fields of those who do documentation 
for its own sake rather than for it to be 
useful. The aim should be to provide 
those who do research or design with 
a means of rapid international refer- 
ence to sources of information. These 
Bulletins do not seem, on the whole, 
to be achieving this objective. 

It would be nice to have space to 
comment on the individual reports, 
some of which have most curious facts. 
It seems surprising, for example, to 
find in a report on a research laboratory 
the statement that “the laboratory has 
continued carefully to consider the pre- 
paration of standard specifications for 
the more significant materials,” 


followed by an indication that “the 
number of standards produced has not 
One feels that since the 


been high.” 
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U.K., France and Belgium, to name 
only a few of the close neighbours to 
the particular country, have each a very 
wide range of standards, which could 
be translated into a form for local 
usage within a few months, some 
advantage might have been taken of 
this work—this is surely co-operation. 
Equally, is it necessary in describing the 
work of a national laboratory to men- 
tion that it is working with R.I.L.E.M.? 
This hardly seems to contribute to the 
documentation of information to which 
reference can be made, and conse- 
quently all the pious hopes for the 
future should be relegated to future 
reports when factual matter for the use 
of research workers is available. If co- 
ordination can be helped by listing pro- 
jects in hand at various research sta- 
tions this is information which should 
most certainly be given but given with- 
out unnecessary words. Statements such 
as “ Significant investigations have been 
carried out in this division, though it is 
still in a stage of development,” do 
not seem worth recording and dis- 
courage readers from buying the Bulle- 
tins for the worthwhile parts. Equally, 
it seems undesirable to report projects 
without some sort of background of 
earlier information. Thus, a report on 
a prefabricated sanitary installation, 
which seems to suggest that someone 
has had a new idea, overlooks the fact 
that U.K. through its post-war “ pre- 
fab” houses scheme used such a 
development in large quantities some 
years ago, and incidentally discovered 
some of its snags. 


There does not seem much value in 
reporting that at a discussion on “the 
problems of social house building” 
(whatever that is) it was generally 
agreed that “The young architect 
should spend a number of years doing 
practical work under an experienced 
architect.” So many of these reports 
seem to have no greater value than a 
statement such as this. Certainly news 
items such as “ The Queen opened the 
Owen Falls dam in April” and “ West 
Bengal has asked Netherlands En- 
gineers to prepare a scheme,” are more 
appropriate to daily papers and weekly 
trade journals. 


To sum up the impressions gained 
from these three issues one feels that 
they are too much like weekly and 
monthly building journals, and conse- 
quently do not fulfil properly the func- 
tion for which they are intended. One 
can but hope that when those who 
represent U.K. on this body sit down 
and seriously read the contents of 
these three documents, they will be 
able to explain to their co-operators 
what is and what is not worthwhile 
recording for international use as an 
aid to fulfilling the admirable aims of 
this organization. Unless the contents 
change it is very doubtful that there 
will be many subscribers outside the 
research stations and a few very 
specialized laboratories.

LIBRARY NOTES 


Norwegian Stave Churches 


Anders Bugge. Publishers, Dreyers 
Forlag, Oslo, Distributors outside 
Scandinavia — Edward Stanford, 
London, price 42s. 


HE stave church is no doubt the 

foremost symbol of Norway and 
some of these churches, especially Bor- 
gund church, present a picture better 
than any other of what an ordinary 
parish church looked like in the years 
when Norwegian ecclesiastical archi- 
tecture enjoyed its greatest period. 

The author of this publication points 
out that while the stave churches have 
survived since the 11th century, it was 
not realized how unique they were until 
early in the 19th century. It is not 
surprising, therefore, that the author 
has attempted to present a picture of 
their construction, their decorations 
and carvings to increase, one presumes, 
the interest in the preservation of the 
all too few remaining. 

The text along with the photographs 
and 112 plates makes a contribution to 
the subject of stave churches which will 
preserve for all time their place in Nor- 
wegian architecture.
